Tentative reports from the field re- 
veal upwards of 40 persons killed as 
a result of motor vehicle traffic acci- 
dents in Mississippi during the month 
of December just ending. 

CoL T. B. Birdsong, Commissinoer 
of Public Safety, explained that this 
number would probably be increased 
with a few late reports to be included in 
revised official totals at a later date. 

Of the total persons killed, 18 were 
drivers, 18 were passengers and 4 were 
pedestrians. 

Total number of persons injured 
was 303 as compared with 223 for the

Accidents in daylight totaled 213, 
those occuring at dusk amounted to 
31, those at dawn totaled ‘15, with the 
remainder of 227 happening in dark- 
ness.
